OETH RIE CHARTER VOID 
Oklahoma City, 
Sept. 
13.—In 
an 
opinion written by Justice Hayes, the 
supreme court 
Tuesday 
held 
the 
-Guthrie city charter invalid and that 
the old form of government is not dis 
turbed. The case has 
been 
fought 
hard in the courts and was submitted 
to the supreme court several months 
ago. 
The high court considered only one 
point in the rendering of the decis­ 
ion and that was the election under 
which the charter was voted on. The 
election call had been issued by the 
mayor, and this was fatal to the elec­ 
tion, in the opinion 
of 
the 
court. 
There was no occasion to consider 
any other points in the case. 
Commissioner of Public Safety Car­ 
ter brought mandamus proceedings 
against the chief of police, Mitchell, 
of the old city government for pos­ 
session of the office, in starting the 
test case. The charter had been ap­ 
proved by Governor Cruce, and de­ 
clared valid. The defense to the man­ 
damus was that the election under 
which the charter 'was voted was in 
valid, and this the court held might 
be construed to mean that the char 
ter had not been approved, because 
while the people had voted for it the 
election was invalid, hence the char­ 
ter could not be approved in a legal 
sense. 
The old city government Is not mo­ 
lested nor disturbed, and will con­ 
tinue as if it had not been interrupt­ 
ed in the adm inistration of the city’s 
affairs. It is understood that the peo­ 
ple of Guthrie may not take up the 
m atter of a charter government soon 
again, having become somewhat tir 


v-uan.

{Muskogee, Okla., Sept. 13.—'“Kid” 
Kelly, a negro who 
served 
seven 
veal8 in the federal jail at Ardmore 
and Muskogee, awaiting to be hanged 
has been freed by a strange trick of 
fate. Kelly is walking the streets of 
Muskogee today a free man. 
'For years he looked out between 
the bars of the big jail at the cor­ 
ner of Third and Court streets, and 
prayed that Fate would favor him. 
H is prayers were not in vain. 
Eight years ago in 
the 
town 
of 
Tishomingo, then in Indian Territory, 
Kid Kelly killed another negro in a 
quarrel. He was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. He was in 
j the federal jail at Ardmore for a 
number of years and when Oklahoma 
became a state he was moved to Mus­ 
kogee with other 'Indian Territory 
prisoners. His case had been sent up 
to the Indian Territory court of ap­ 
peal at 'McAlester. In the transfer of 
cases between the government and 
state Kelly wras in some way over­ 
looked. In fact his case was appeal­ 
ed to the eighth circuit court which 
had no jurisdiction in criminal cases. 
'It was this error that saved Kelly’s 
life. 
So after Oklahoma became a state 
the federal court here, which was 
formed into a new’ district, declined 
to set Kelly free. 
I nited States Marshal Victor wrote 
to the sheriff of Johnson county and 
he agreed to accept Kelly. It was then 
up to the state supreme court through 
the attorney general to have the case 
re-docketed and proceed to carry out 
the sentence of hanging Kelly. The at 
torney general and the state supreme 
court, however refused to take jur­ 
isdiction, and there was nothing else 
for the sheriff of Johnston county 
to do but to liberate the prisoner. 
Kelly at once got on a train and 
came back to {Muskogee—a free man. 
Kelly’s behavior as a prisoner was 
rated high. In fact there was not a 
single black mark against him. While 
in the Muskogee jail he- was the in­ 
side turn-key, and at different times 
gave the jailer information that re­ 
sulted in frustrating a number of jail 
deliveries. .Kelly has a 
brown-skin- 
ne dgirl that has been true to him 
during all these years, and they ex­ 
pect to now live happily together.

eye, and many persons have been try 
mg to see it among the myriad stars 
of the heavens, F ather IM. J. I^eSage 
at Dallas University has made the fol 
lowing statem ent of his astronom ­ 
ical observations of the visitor: 
Brooks 
comet has been attract­ 
ing a great deal of attention for the 
last few months and is now apparent 
to the naked eye. Tt appears as a 
great nebulous star. The unitiated 
may locate its position in the head 
ot the Dragon, about one-third of the 
distance between Vega, the brightest 
star of 
Lyra, 
alm ost 
immediately 
overhead, about 8 o’clock at night, to 
the .North S tar. Vega is one of the 
rig test stars visible in its region 
about that time. 
The comet appears in the head of 
the Dragon, formed by four bright 
stars in the shape of a rude dia 
mend. The comet is about two de­ 
grees west of the northernm ost star 
in the diamond. 
The comet is a celestial tramp, the 
nature x>f whose composition and hab­ 
its is closely studied in these days of 
astronomical research. 
The 
comet 
consists of a large portion of gases 
and of particles of matter which in 
their movements are enslaved by the 
I attraction or our sun. 
Usually 
a 
I comet shows a tail turned awav from 
j our sun. Once seen in iu briniance> 
a comet is never forgotten. 
"The tail of a comet is developed 
as nebulous matter, which becomes 
more luminous as 
the 
comet 
ap­ 
proaches the sun. Because of the di­ 
rection of motion of this comet, it is 
not possible to see its tail at this 
time.”
